It may be’ that “The Sorcerer” has 
had too powerful an effect upon our 
montal organisation ; but the only ex=7 
planation to our mind of this strange 
phenomenon exhibited by the Governor 
is that some one has been tampering’ 
with a dangerous “philtre.” Is a “phil-

| to say, the scheme by. which payment 


for resulta in teaching other than re- 
ligious subjects to children is - prac- 
tically the same og it. has been for 
years past, the wording: only being 
altered, to aso the consciences of 
certain clerical gentlemen. Under theso 
circumstances, Mr Honnessy may be 
pormitted his wrestle to make the worse 
appear the better case ; and it will be 
geon by this that our pungent correspon- 
dent “Timeo Danaos”: has somewhat 
overestimated the real. significance of 
the change. 

With regard to the delay in tho 
erection of tho new Central School, it 
would bo interesting to place Mr Price 
and Dr, Stowart in the witness-box, to

A SERIOUS CHARGE OF OBTAINING MONEY | 
_. «UNDER FALSE PRETENCES. 

Ono Ho Atim appeared on a summons 
charged with unlawfully obtdining under 
falso pretences the sum of $60 from Miss 
Irving with intont- to defraud complainant 
of the same. ‘

’ Mr Wotton :—The complainant lives in 
the French Hotel; sho went there from a 
house of: Ho Lai Shi whose agent defendant 
ja, or said he was, ‘The agreement was 
for a year from 1st February 1879, the 
rent was $66 a month payable quarterly in 
advance, The last. clauss eays one month’s 
notice is to bo given should the tenant leave 
or the landlord give notico to the tenant to 
leave. Thero was some doubt as to whether 
this clause was to take effect before or after 
the expiration of the one year. My client 
loft the house and was about to sell her 
furniture. Defendant wanted a month's 
rent in lieu of notice. Lorman applied 
tothe firm for advice, and J told her not to pay 
and wrote to defendant warning him against 
interfering with the sale: On getting my 
letter he went to complainant and said 
Lhad told him that she (complainant), had 
better pay $60 or ono month’s rent, 
Believing this to be true she paid the money.

next.” This note was signed by tho de- 
fendant. Sho then wrote to enquire if she 
was to pay for Febraary aa he had already 
ubsstioe twelve months’ rent as per lease. 
‘A note was sent to her drawing her atten- 
tion to the last paragraph of the leaso which 
stated that one month’s notice: should be 
given should tho tenant leave or the 
landlord .wish to resume possession of 
the house at the expiration of tho 
lenge. On this complainant consulted Mr 
Wotton on tho subject. of her paying this 
money, to which a a was received 
from Messra Brereton aud Wotton.

made by the defendant that he had told 
him that Mrs Irving had better pay. Ho- 
was cross-examined by Mr Achoy, and an 
argument a8 to his right to read, in re- 
examining himsclf, a copy of a letter Mr. 
Ng Choy had referred to in the cross cx- 
amination was going on when the Court 
adjourned. “ 

The ease stands adjourned till Tuesda: 
at 2.30, when Mr. Ng Choy says he vil 
produce authorities to show that he is not 
entitled todo thia, Failing auch authorities 
the Magistrate holds that Mr. Wotton has 
the right to read the letter.

A HATER OF SHAMS.. 


MR HENNESSY’S SPEZOH AT THE 
CENTRAL SCHOOL.

S1n,—One turns away from the perusal 
of Mr Hennensy’e wonderful epoech at the: 
Central School yesterday, with a feallng of 
amezoment, for which it is difficult to 
find adequate oxpresston, Tho newly- 
awakened enthusiasm for-the dovelopmont 
of the Government educational inatituiion 
muat be alarming to every true friend of 
the school, and. the laborious, indoed ludi- 
crous, efforts to express tho love and 
affection felt for Mr Stowart frrealstibly 
suggeat the ncene enacted nearly ninetecn 
hundred years ago, where the Master was 
botrayod with a kiss. I ytold to uo one in 
my great tespoct for Mr Stewart's charaotor 
avd attalaments, but I am quite convinced 
that tho turrent of. fulsome flattery, with 
which yesterday ho was overwhelmed, must 
have been most offenalye to bis good taste 
and insulting to bis common seneo. 

With what object war the spocch deliver- 
ed? If with'the object of myetificatton, it 
may be considered successful, but the 
pleasure His Excelloncy may derive from 
the contemplation of the success, must be 
greatly modified by the couvi tion, which 
fe will find it difficult, nay impossible, to 
nuppress, that the more pernament. effect 
of his oration will bo to increase 
and jntensify the foolinga of distrust 
and suspicion, which his tortuous habits of 
thonght and modes of action have en- 
gendered in the minds of the community. . 

It is not my purpose to discuss just now 
the queation of the propriety of a Govern- 
mont’s departiog from the position cf theo- 
logical neutrality in educatio: al matters. 
For the present, that has boon decided 
against the well-matured convictions of tho 
great majority of Hor Majesty’s subjects in 
the Colowy, and we can only hopo that the 
honest inepection of the achools, the con- 
ductora of which will now recsivo grants: 
jn-aid, will minimise the evils whichave 
fear will ba found {nsoparablo from the new 
systom, Perhaps what many will consid, 
His Excellency’s weak yiclding to the 
clamour of the rival bishops, unfted only 
in the attack on thelr common enemy So- 
oulariam, will be productive of good, as the 
ccclestaatical objections to the erection of a 
new Central School, always of greater 
wolght than any considerations founded 
upon the pressure of work in the Surveyor 
General’a department, will ‘probably be 
modified, if not entirely removed, and the 
Right Reverend Fathers in God may now 
bo disposed to pormit tho Governor to pro- 
ceed with the new building, the delay in 
the erection of which has resulted in the 
sacrifice, on ‘the altar of moat Christian: 
bigotry, of tho lives of at least two 
masters: and tho health of probably 
hundreds of children. : 

The explanation vouchsafed about the 
appointment of Dr Eitel is unique. “*It fs 


all vory well to dissemble your love, but’ 


why did you kick mo down-staira,” and tho 
plea of the necessity of providing some- 
thing for the present Inspector of Schools, 
pending the anticipated approval, by the 
Secretary of Stato, of the office of Chinese 
Secretary, which tho Governor intends he 
shall fill, oan acarcely be expected to be 
very satisfactory to. the. gentleman who 
has been sacrificed to the exigency, aa it 
certainly was not-to the public whon the 
arrangement was announced, : eg 
The ‘one little secret of official work" is 
beneath criticiem.

BREACH OF TIE OPIUM ORDINANCE. 


The case in which Lau Atong was charged 
with being in- charge of a quantity of pre- 
ared opium without a licence was again 
efor the Court on remand from tho. 21st 
instant. . 
Mr H. A. Woollnough, 4 certified ana- 
Beare chemist, gave professional evidence on 
three jurs of opium before the Court. Iwo 
of them he, pronounced ‘to be devoid of 
morphia and mesonic acid, the two essential 
properties of opium. One or two per cent 
of prepared opium might def detection by 
analysis, but not more. Wit regard to the 
third sample, that contained both morphia 
and meconic acid. ne 
“Mr Wotton, who appeared as before for 
the defendant, contended that the mere faot 
of his client residing on the premises was 
not sufficient to imply that he was in posses- 
sion of the opium. \ 
Mr Jobneon, ucting. Crown solicitor, who 
eared —for—the-——prosecation, con 
there was a strong presumption that de- 
fendant was in possession of the opinm, and 
it tested with him to disprove it. 
His Worship examined the defendant 
with the view of giving him an opportunity 
of doing away with the. presumption of his 


a miuute—theres more to follow, No’

_.é ‘Winter bos us in her grasp hard and 
fast. The Serpentine is frozen over ; ice is

Lon- 
doners know, to their great discomfort, 
what that, means, Water brought to 
your door at uncertain hours, the lack of

one greatet discomfort, and that is when 
the thaw comes, and with it the 
announcement, “if you please, sir, the 
pipes are burst.” ‘Then do we wish for 
the wings of the bird, and thoughts of 
Nice and the- sunny slopes of Monte 
Carlo, where bursting pipes are un- 
known, arise. in our hearts. IT an 
thinking of Monte Carlo now, but am 
. comforted with the knowledge that this 
abominable weather is tere ns well’ as 
here, I think this tight little island of 
oura-has somehow: got out of its place 
on the earth’s surface, for our climate is 
now Siberian, or very like it; and we 
have. none of the, appliances here that 
they have in’ cold countries for ‘keeping 
out the weather, Wo do not wear furs, 
“and a fire in the grate is 
heat—a vory good idea too; but, then, 
~ ‘ag we can't carry about our fire with-us 
from ‘room. to room, we are thereforé 
alternately shivering and burning. The 
equable heat thrown out by stoves is 
almost unknown here, except that I see 
many people are discarding fires in 
their bed-rooma, and-using lamp-stoves 
in liew of them. There is one great 
advantage in this, that the stove burns

I hope weare remembering, in our warm 
rooms and with ‘our good dinners, the 
poor; and I believe weare. Soupkitehens 
aro everywhere opening, and there 
are ladies’ committees organized for house 
visitution and relief in the parish where 
T reside (St. Peter's, Eaton Square), and 
no doubt many others are doing the 
same. ‘The young men, too, are giving 
of their abundance liberally ; and a good 
many of them, who have leisure time, 
are working, or have offered to work, this 
winter for the relicfof distress, Generally 
Jour youn fellows ure non-vivers from 
enrelessness or forgetfulness; Dut once 
vet at them, and show them what they 
ean do, and the money will Le fortheom- 
ing.» Andit is the more creditable’ to 
all. concerned, this charitable spirit 
evinced, because there-is no doubt at all 
that money is exceedingly tight, and 
that we are all feeling the pinching of 
the.shos. How some of my friends and 
acquaintances, men with ‘lands and 
beeves ure petting on, T do not know. 
Most of them have got farms Ang ‘on 
their hands, entailing a serious loss of 
income, but still they strugple on. 
Some .are wisely retrenching and have 
shut up their country lionses, and are in 
town, or have - gone’ abroad for the 
winter. But they are the comparative 
few, I fear, What a horrid word ré- 
trenchment, sounds to most people, and 
what an amount of ioral courage ap- 
pears to be required to earry out the 
wrinciple. I sce many a paterfamilias 
Taunigeenie ubout at the Ghibs with a 
loamy look, aud T know the meaning 
thereuf, Je either cannot: make wp bis 
own wind—or Iris wife will uot allow 
him to do so—to put away barouche. or 
brougham, and to keep one man-servant 
instead of two. At least. that is what 1 
seein the pliysiognomy of many people 
I meet aud know, 


} Meanwhile. they are having a rosy 
time at Brighton—a place where F be-

The last itinerant M. P. that I shall 
ever entertain still continues to bear 
me malice, I fear. He wanted to visit 
wome ruins a little way ont. of the 
station, and T mounted him on an 
‘Australian mare that I kept purposely 
for '[. G2s. The mare did not know 
that he was a “Member of Parliament, 
and began performing . some curious 
waler tricks in a playful way quite 
peculiar to herself. My guest—why, I 
eannot for the life of me tell—rocketted 
out of the saddle, and, instead of alight- 
ing on his fect, as we do out here, camo 
plunging down. on his head. You never 
saw anything like the hole he made in 
the road. As soon as ho turned right 
side up he begnn to use highly un arlin- 
mentary language to me. I looked at 
him, and he stopped. Fortunately for 
him I had uo coals of fire at hand to 
heap on his head or elsewhere; bat I 
treated him civilly till he left my house. 
Next day, however, we met at a 
neighbouring station, and I punished 
him copiously. From that day ho made 
friends in India, and now I see that he 
supports flogying in the Army. T hope 
that this may be ani encouragement to 
other Anglo-Indians to go and do 
likewise, My dear friends (I am now 
writing through. my nose), if any word 
or expression I may have here let fall 
should indireetly prove a blessing to our 
wandering legislators, and be the means 
of bringing them to'a better state of 
mind through a sharp trial, through 
some brief moments of afiliction, I shall 
feel that I have not. lived in vain. “The 
TG. will be found to take correction 
mildly ; perhaps to kiss the rod, in some 
cases. 

IJ am an Anglo-Indian cherishing 
many a burning Anglo-Inidian prejudice, 
and I should be sorry if from what I 
have written here it does not sufficiently 
appear that I cherish o burning prejudice 
against the British tourist in India, who 
comes out to get wp India and to do 
India ; not against the tourist who comes 
out to shoot, or to play the fool ina 
quiet, unostentatious way. :

EDISON'S ELECTRIC LIGHT, 

Tho New York Herald Des. 81, dovotes 
a page to “ Edison's Triumph in Eleotric 
IWumination,” giving a full and accurato 
account of his work from its inception to 
ita completion, with illustrated diagrams, 
Tho Herald says :— 

Tho first public exhibition of Edison's 
long-looked for clectric light takes place on 
Now Year's eve, at Menlo Park, on which 
occasion that place will be illuminated with 
the new light.” The ‘new light, incrediblo 
as it may appear, is produced froma little 
piece of paper, a tiny strip of paper that o 

red tyr hrouch—this 
little strip of paper is passed an olectric 
current, and tho result is a bright, beantifal, 
mallow light. ‘ But poper instantly.burne, 
evon under tho trifling heat of a tallow, 
candlo,” exclaimed the sceptic ; “ and how, 
thon, can it withstand the fierco heat of an 
electric current?” Very truo; but Edison 
iakes the little picco of paper moro infus- 
able than platinum, moro durable than 
granite, and this involves no complicated 
process, The paper is mercly baked in an 
oven until all ita’ elements” havo passed 
away except its carbon- frame-work. Tho 
Jatter is then placed in 6 glass globe con- 
nected with wires leading to on eloctricity- 
producing machine, and tho air is oxhausted 
from tho globo. Thon the spparatus is 
ready to give out a light that produces no 
deleterious gases, 00 smoke, no offensive 
odors—a light without flame, without 
danger, requiring no matches to ignite, 
giving out little heat, vitinting no air, and 
free from all flickering; o light that is a 
little globo of sunshine, And this light, 
the inventor claims, can be produced 
cheaper than that from the cheapest oil, 
The inventor finds that. the electricity can 
bo regulated, with entiro reliability, at o 
central station, just as the pressure of gas 
is now regulated. The entiro cost of con- 
structing the lamp is not more than 26 
conta. 


~ KALLOCH ODT OF DANGER, 


Tho bullet fired into the chest of Major 
LS. Kalloch on the 33rd of last Angust, 
and which has remainod undiscovered ever 
since, was found last Saturday evening by 
Mra Kalloch, who, under instructions from 
Dr. &. C. Lane, had been keeping » sharp 
look out for it. Drs. Lano and Plammer 
were apprised of the discovery,.and yeater- 
day removed it-from its place of lodgment 
in the arm, an icch below the arm _ pit. 
It had carried a part of the shirt with it, 
and tho perfect condition of tho missile 
showed that ithad struck no bone. Tho 
bullet lay close to an artery, and great care 
was necessary to extract it. An incision 
about ¢’ree inches in length by an inch in 
depth was mado, and the bullet, whick had 
nearly proved fatal, was bronght forth.

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufliciently packed or protected, 
or liable to be cruabed (as bandboxes, 
&e.) Glass, Liquids, Explosive substances, , 
Matches, indiyo, Dyestuffs, Ice, Meat, 
Fisb, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or whatover 
is dangerous to the Mails, or likely to be- 
come offousive or injurious in transit, 

8. Parcela will as a goneral rule be for- 
warded by Private Ship, not by Contract 
Mail Packet. The Post Office reserves the 
right of selecting the opportunity for trans- 
mission, and of delaying dolivery in caso 
the number of parcels is such as to retard 
other correspondenct. No responsibility 
is accopted with regard to any parcel, but 
the system of Registration will secure the 
senders against any but a very remote pro- 
bability of loss. 

4, Tho public are cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, &0,, which does not exist.

An impression appears to prevail that 
correspondence for the Mediterranean ata- 
tions, Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, the Levant, 
Turkey, é&c,, can be forwarded only by 
British Packet. It can be forwarded also 
by French Paoket, and if so forwarded 
gonerally arrives x week earlior than if it 
had beon detained for the British Mail, 


The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconveniences which may 
arise from the non-delivory, mis-sending,: 
or mis-delivéry of.any letter, book, or other 
postal packet (vven ‘if the packet be re- 
Fistored) , nor is the Post Office responsible 
‘for any jury which a packet: may suatain 
during its transmission. : 

To guard againat such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great preseure should be 
placed in strong covers; and-even with this 
precaution wo fragile article should bo sont 
through the Post: it should be romembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to considerable 
pressure aud friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bay has in the course of 
its transmission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, tho risk of injury 
is much inoreased. 2 

No infermation can bo given respecting 
lottors which pass through a Post Offico 
except to the persons to whom they aro 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public. A Poatmaster may, 
however, give an addreas if he bas no reason 
to believe that the person whose addresa it 
is would disapprove of his doing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to any one elie, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according tothe address, 
even: though a request to such effect be 
written thereon, 

Postmasters are not bound to give change; 
nor are they authorised to demand chatipe 5 
and when money is paid at a Post Oftice, 
whether as change or othirwise, po qu ation 
as to its right am: unt, goodness, or wuight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter, eer 

Postmastors are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packeta for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty be uot thereby 
impeded, 


The practice of scaling lottors passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such aa is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconveniouce, and 
frequently wi-h serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 

pin the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of tho letters to each other. The 
public aro thorefore recommended, in all 
Buc!-cascé, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondénts iu the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the samo, 

Tho registration of a packot makes its 
travsmisson much more secure, inasmuch 
ag, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its wholo 
courao ; and thus the loss of a repistered

Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


The following Regulations as to tho 
Indemnity to be paid. in certain cases’ on 
the loss of Kogiatercd correspondence have 
been mado hy His Excellency the Governor 
under Ordinance 10 of 1876, Section XII 

Tho Post Ofiice is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pre 
pared to maks good thé contenta of such 
correspondence lost while paasing vhrough 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided ;— 

1. That the sonder dulyjobserved all the 
conditions of Regiatration require. 

2. That tho letter was securely enclosed 
in @ reasonably strong onvelope. 

3, That application. was made to the 
Postmaster eneral of Hongkong im- 
niediately tho Joss was -discoyered, the 
envelope beivg invariably forwarded with 
such applicstion unless it also ia loat, 

4. that the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that tho losa occurred whilst the corros- 
pondeuce waa in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault on the part of the 
sonder, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disbo: esty or negligence of any* 
person not in tho employment of the 
Hongkong Post Oflice. 

5. No compenaation can be paid for more 
damage to fragile articles such as portraits, 
watches, handsomely bound books, &e., 
which reacl their destination, although in 
a broken or deteriorated condition. 


Honey Order Regulations. 


L—Monsy Orders are oxchanged with 
the United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
New Zealand, Queensland, South Australia 
and.

Article IX of the Postal Treaty of Berne

which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted aro detained for the next despatch, 
Even if tho letter do not contain any article 
of intrinsic value, it should, if' it. be very 
important, be registered, :
